Efforts are being made to avert, or at least 
Ea one, the strike of employés of the 

ublin United Tramways Company which 
has been fixed for Wednesday.

The Indian Demand 


Strange things are beginning to happen 
in the Far East, and the noise of war 
inevitably rings more loudly in Indian 
ears. India is one of the weak spots in 
the British Empire’s belligerent organisa- 
tion. It is a huge country, very difficult 
to defend, and garrisoned only by a micro- 
scopic, if efficient, army. The loyalties 
of the inhabitants—or, at least, of that 
section of the: which cares anything for 
politics—are fiercely at variance. It would 
be gratifying to Great Britain, in her 
present need, if she could boast that she 
had created order out of this chaos, and 
that a united Indian nation stood four- 
square behind her in her conflict. with 
Germany; but the boast is vain. Indian 
politics were in a dangerous state for 
many years before the war, and they have 
not been handled by Britain’s politicians | 
in a striking spirit of intelligence since 
the war began, with the result that India’s 
“war effort” is infinitely more meagre 
than it ought to be, and could have ‘been 
made. There has been during the past 
year a constant series of extreme demands 
by the Hindu Nationalists, and of sadly 
inadequate counter-offers by His Majesty’s: 
Government. Even when a sensible assur- 
ance has been given by Great Britain. it 
generally has come too late: by that time 
the Nationalists have stiffened their atti- 
tude,, and have asked for still further 
concessions. ‘This seems to be the case 
with the Viceroy’s latest olive-branch, 
which he proffered in the form of a White 
Paper last week. As readers are aware, 
the projected Constitution for India—the 
federal scheme—was abandoned on the out- 
break of war, and most of the provincial 
Ministries which had been created under 
it resigned as a protest. The Viceroy now 
promises that, when the war is over, his 
Government will set up a body, represent- 
ing “the principal elements in India’s 
national life,” to devise a new Constitu- 
tion. In the meanwhile, he calls upon all 
parties to join his executive council and to 
create a “war advisory council.” It is more

Another major air battle took place over 
the English Channel yesterday, and, as 
usual, there is a wide discrepancy between | 
the British and the German accounts of 
the engagement. The Germans claim to 
have shot down no fewer than eighty-nine 
British machines, with the loss of only 
seventeen of their own, while the British 
Air Ministry, admitting the failure to 
return of twenty-six “ fighter ’’ pilots, some 
of whom may be safe, state that sixty 
German machines were lost. We give 
these rival claims without comment. 
During the last few weeks the Germans 
have been intensifying their attacks on 
Great Britain from day to day. . At first 
air raids were carried out by small 
formations ; but now several squadrons 
seem to be engaged in a system of relays, 
and determined attacks are being made 
almost hourly on various points along the 
coast. - Yesterday, for example, the fight- 
ing ranged from the neighbourhood of 
Margate in the east to Weymouth in the 
west. Throughout the day residents in 
the coastal areas were subjected to un- 
pleasant experiences; but, according to 
the British official bulletins, the casualties 
were negligible, and only one was fatai. 
The most serious fighting seems to have 
been at Portland, which is an important 
naval base. Southampton also was 
attacked, and determined attempts were 
made to destroy the balloon barrages in 
various towns. The British admit that two 
naval vessels were damaged slightly by 
bomb splinters ‘at Portland. They also 
announce that “ some damage was done to 
communications,’’ and that an oil tank 
was set: on fire. Some naval buildings, 
including a hospital, were struck by 
bombs. About twelve miles off Margate a 
British convoy was attacked by dive- 
bombers. No precise information is avail- 
able regarding the result of this engage- 
ment; but it seems that several German 
machines were shot down by the British 
defenders. There were fairly heavy 
casualties as a result of an air-raid on a 
Welsh town in a densely populated, but 
unspecified, area. All the members of one 
family were killed, and the carnage seems 
to have been widespread. 

It would be ,futile to speculate on 
Germany’s future plan of campaign, because 
Herr Hitler specialises in surprises, and he 
almost certainly will confound all the 
prophets who have been predicting his next 
moves with such a show of authority. If he 
proposes to persist in his present scheme 
of daily increasing air attacks he must 
have counted the cost; for they certainly 
are proving to be expensive. The British 
declare that since June 18th no fewer than 
three hundred and seventy-seven German 
machines have been shot down during air 
attacks on Great Britain. There is small 
doubt that Germany’s rate ef production 
greatly exceeds this figure, and that the 
loss of so many machines, while serious 
enough, can be repaired without much 
difficulty. “The loss of so many skilled 
men is quite another matter. Pilots and 
observers cannot be turned out in a hurry, 
and even Germany could not stand for an 
indefinite period the loss of her air crews 
at the rate of about fifty'a-week. Speak-

Gold for United States 
The flow of gold to the United States 


continues to gather momentum, and the 
latest figures show that in June the stocks 
had increased by 190 millions, the largest 
monthly gain on record. The total gold 
stocks of the United States to-day amount 
to £5.000 millions. which compares with 
£3,600 millions in September-of 1938. Ear- 
marked gold stocks gained 110 millions in 
June, bringing the total up to 430 millions. 
In the four weeks ended June 19th. out of 
the total gold imports of 204 millions no 
less than 173 millions went from Canada, 
11 millions from this country. six millions 
from South Africa and 900,000 from the 
Netherlands. 

It seems that the large amount of gold 
oing from Canada to the United States 
is British gold, required as payment for 
eyuipment. A remarkable feature about 
this great stock of gold is that the wealth 
if represents in no way contributes to the 
peace of the world. Its accumulation and 
storage is artificially raising the price of 
gold throughout the world; for, if more 
goods were accepted by the United States 
in payment. for exports, much gold would 
be available for wider distribution. There 
is more monetary gold in the world to-day 
than ever before, and it is sufficient to 
finance a volume of international trade 
far greater than in the days before 1914. 


British Wheat Crop 


Good accounts of the British wheat crop 
are coming to hand, and in the eastern 
counties it is exceptionally heavy and very

‘is expected that later on there will be 
some remarkably big potatoes, following 
upon the advice of the Ministry of Food 
that growers should endeavour to realise 
the maximum tonnage. The Ministry is 
now considering a plan to keep fruit and 
vegetables fresh all the year round by a 
processing of quick freezing introduced 
into Britain from America some eight 
year ago. F uffs quickly frozen are 
easier to transport, can be stored in small 
space, and when thawed out are as fresh 
as when gathered. It is said that there 
are dépéts al] over the country which can 
be used for the freezing, and a great 
amount. of late autumn vegetables are to 
be frozen for the winter. 


British Retail Trade 


The British retail trade statistics for 
June, just issued, rather indicate that tho 
country is now moving in the right 
direction, as they reveal that the volume 
of sales in the home market has begun to 
shrink after standing for months at levels 
quite undesirable in view of the need for 
limiting interna] consumption. 

Restriction of supplies to the home 
market is now making itself felt, but the 
daily value of non-food sales is only 1.7 
per cent. down on June of last year, and 
food sales showed a rise of 5.1 per cent. 
Purchasing power being spent in the 
domestic market shows that it has not 
declined to the necessary extent. 


Children for Overseas 


A special staff of the Ministry of Labour 
is engaged upon the work of scrutinising 
the files relating to applications for 
children to be evacuated to Canada, 
Australia, New Zealand and South Africa. 
The applications reach a total of some 
two hundred thousand, the largest group 
being of those between the ages of seven 
and ten years. As accommodation becomes 
available in the ships taken over for the 
purpose of the evacuation, parties will be 
made up, and the Ministry is working on 
the principle of sending an equal number 
of boys and girls, and of holding a fair 
balance between the children from London 
and the rest of England and from Scotland 
and Wales. Few of the applications for 
overseas evacuation have been withdrawn, 
and the small number of cases whero 
names have been taken off the list mainly 
relate to young children. These were not 
numerous at the start, as the smallest ago 
group was for those aged five and six.

Long-range Guns 


The reports of the mounting of long- 
range guns on the coast of Northern 
France are imtteresting, because these new 
weapons are reputed to have a range of 
125 miles—the shell making the great 
part of its flight to the target through the 
stratosphere. 

The 10-inch projectile fired by this type 
of gun weighs about 660lbs.; the shells 
fired by the famous 8.6-inch “ Big Bertha’’ 
weighed 264 lbs. A strange feature of this 
weapon is that it is fired at an elevation 
of 55 degrees, but when the shell enters 
the stratosphere (about 18 miles up) its 
angle has been reduced to 45 degrees. 

In the stratosphere the Jack of resist- 
ance causes very little change in the anc!o 
of the shell, and it reaches its maximum 
height of 37 miles at a distance of 90 miles 
from the gun. From that point it falls 
sharply and descends on the target almost 
vertically—like a bomb. The “flyin 
time”’ of the shell from gun to farget is 
estimated at 44 minutes. 

“Big Bertha,” which was used to 
bombard Paris in the last war, had aranco 
of 79 miles. It fired 303 shots, of which 
183 fell on Paris and 120 on the suburbs 
of that city. The shells killed 255 and 
wounded 620. 

In connection with these figures it is 
worth noting that in the heaviest air raid 
on Paris during the present war (June 
órd) 254 persons were killed and 652 
wounded.

The members of the Local 
Security Force were training and patrolling 
nightly, and rapidly were becoming an im- 
ortant link in the chain of defence. The 
Daverwnent appreciated very deeply the work 
they were carrying out.

The fact that 
nothing had happened up to now on a par- 
ticular beat was no guarantee that it might | 
not happen to-night or to-morrow night, or 
some night during the emergency. Their aim 
must be to ensure that, no matter where or 
when a hostile act was committed against 
the people, the sentries would be there to 
give the alarm. 


SOLDIERLY QUALITIES 


“We are al] duly grateful for the fact 
that, so far, we have not been molested. We 
thank God for it, and we thank also the) 
officers and men who have been training them- 
selves for years to defend our country, and 
the men who have offered their services since 
the emergency became acute. We must con- 
tinue to enrol and train, for we must rely 
on numbers and on efficiency to make up for 
what we lack in heavy equipment. In the 
event of an unprovoked and unwarranted 
attack we must make sure that every bullet, 
every shell and every mine will hit 
its target. We must prove once again 
that, notwithstanding old propaganda at 
times to the contrary, we earned 
the name of “fighting Irish,” not for 
brawling, but for our disciplined, efficient and 
dashing soldierly qualities. We have under- 
taken a noble task; we are united in patriotic 
comradeship to see it through to success; and 
we are determined that the enemy who 
attempts to attack the territory under Irish 
control will pay dearly for it. We have not 
at the moment the honour and the privilege 
of defending all our national territory, but if 
we hold fast to what we have I believe time 
will yet bring wisdom to those responsible 
for this unfortunate position—the wisdom 
which consideration of justice and a little 
foresight and commonsense would have shown 
to be necessary years ago.” 

“We have, of course, no chip on our 
shoulders. We seek no quarrel. We all fully 
realise the destructiveness of modern weapons 
at the disposal of a large Power. But if we 
are to be worthy of our ancestors and of the 
men who died for freedom in our own 
generation, if we are to be worthy of building 
up a cultural, social and economic structure 
nearer to our heart’s desire than any existing 
at the moment, we must be prepared in the 
last resort to die for the right to control 
our own destiny.” 


PRECIOUS MOMENTS 


Mr. Aiken said that those who had joined 
the Army, the Local Security Force, the 
A.R.P. and Red Cross Services were proving 
themselves worthy of the past and of a more 
enlightened future. He. hoped that their 
example would be followed quickly by those

GERMANY HARD HIT 


Regarding losses in other classes—all have 
suffered ; but Germany has been exceptionally 
hard hit, in light cruisers and destroyers 
especially.

Germany, also, must be regarded as having 
made her submarine losses—and can be 
expected to add to her strength in this arm.

More than this she can scarcely hope 
to achieve this year. 


BRITISH BATTLESHIPS 


Coming to Britain, we find that the two 
first of the new battleships were laid down 
on New Year’s Day, 1937, and the next three 
about six months later. The two first should 
be nearly ready; the late Admiral Jellicoe 
said: ‘‘The Germans had always built their 
small craft rapidly, although their heavy 
ships were longer in construction than our 
own.” The same thing, by the way, is true 
of the Italians. The other battleships were 
only laid down last year; and it would be 
better to stop work on them.and use the men 
and material for more pressing needs. Other 
ships that should be ready are 12 light 
cruisers—5 Fijis and 7 Didos. <A further 11 
are on the way—of the two classes. 
Destroyer and submarine construction should 
have replaced a considerable proportion of the 
losses incurred in these two categories. 

We see, then, that there is-no really 
imminent threat of Britain losing her sea 
superiority. Especially is this the case in 
her home waters. Any attempt to bring 
Italian ships North to reinforce the Germans 
would be quite vain; such a course would 
only result in leaving Britain a completely 
free hand in the Mediterranean—which at the 
present time she does not possess. 


MOTOR TORPEDO BOATS - 


In the circumstances it seems a quite sound 
naval policy for the Germans to go-all out 
for their Schnellboote, or motor torpedo- 
boats, which can be turned out very quickl 
in considerable numbers—and manned wit 
corresponding ease.

Miss Helen Hayes, the American actress, 
was one of the chief speakers at a huge 
“Stop Hitler Now” rally, sponsored by the 
Committee to Defend America by aiding the 
Allies, held at Manhattan Beach, New York, 
to-day. 

“ I believe,” she said, “the defence of our 
country must begin with aid to Britain in 
the struggle to keep Hitler from gaining con- 
trol of the Atlantic Ocean. I believe that the 
British Navy is the greatest fosce for keep- 
ing us out of war.’ 

Mrs. Kermit Roosevelt, wife of Colonel 
Kermit Roosevelt, begged all Americans to 
help the Committee to attain their objectives. 
Britain, she said, would defend her island to 
the utmost. ‘‘But,’’. added Mrs. Kermit 
Roosevelt, “she must have help if Hitler 
is to be defeated. Let us send without delay 
all we have to spare — aeroplanes, arms, 


ammunition, supplies, ships. [I beg you to 
act quickly.” 
Mrs. Kermit Roosevelt, whose husband is 


a cousin of President Roosevelt, urged people 
to write or telegraph to the President and 
to members of Congress urging them to 
facilitate the bringing of Allied children to 
the United States for the duration of the war 
and to send Britain surplus food supplies.
